In 230 towns having a population of 38,521 thou- 
sand in Group I, where registration is comparatively 
more complete; 16,833 births and^ 7,393 deaths were 
recorded giving a birth rate of 22* ‘7 and a death rate 
of io'o per thousand of population. The rates
